| Edmonton, Feb. 28.—Following

of the Tobin resolution asking the 
federal government to place in the 
hands of the provincial government 
complete control of the conduct 
school land sales and that the Alberta 
government co-operate with Manitooa 

and Saskatchewan to that end. 

The motion was voted down with- 
out a division, 

There seemed to be a disposition in 
many parts of the house favorabic 
to the proposal put forward by the 
Liberal member for Leduc, who held 
that the province could conduct these 
sales much more efficiently than Otta- 
wa, which is so far away, but there 
was also a fear that such a_ plan 
might jeopardize the securing of ac- 
tion on the natural resources. 

Hon. Perren Baker, minister of 
education, opposed the resolution. He 
was satisfied with the way the federal 
department was conducting the hand- 
ling of school lands. The average 
price received for school lands from 
1916 to 1920 was $17.18 per acre, The 
total payment received from the fed- 
eral government from this source in 
1923 was $520,000, 

This was less than in 1922 and 1921 
owing to delinquency in interest due 
to depressed conditions, but the min- 
ister was satisfied that the adminis- 
tration of schoo! lands was satisfac 
tory. 

Hon. Geo, Hoadley feared the effect 
on the natural resources negotiations 
and expressed the hope that Alberta

Edmonton, March 1.—The re- 
printed liquor control bill will be 
available Monday, Attorney-General 


J. E. Brownlee stated this morning, 
and if present plans hold, the bill will 
go into committee Monday afternoon. 
Asked if there were many changes in 
the re-printed bill, Mr. Brownlee re- 
plied that there was very little change 
beyond the changes to be made in 
clauses already discussed when the 
bill was going through committee. 

These will provide sufficient grist 
for the legislative mill to tackle there 
being well over fifty sections or por- 
tions of sections stood over for re 
drafting or further consideration in 
addition to the many questions of 
policy yet to be determined.

ACCLIMATIZATION OF VARI- 
ETIES OF GRAIN 


It is quite commonly believed that 
any variety of grain when grown in 
a given district for a number of years, 
gradually becomes more and more 
suited to the conditions of that dis- 
trict. While this may be true in the 
case of plants which naturally cross- 
fertilize, such as most of the grasses 
and clovers, it is not true to the same 
extent in the case of such plants as 
wheat, oats and barley, except pos- 
sibly where mixed varieties contain- 
ing different strains are grown. In 
nature, acclimatization takes place as 
a result of natural selection. The 
vagaries of soil and climate gradually 
weed out or weaken those , strains 
which are less suited to survive, 
whereas the stronger strains increase 
in proportion. 

Since varieties differ greatly —n 
their ability to thrive under different 
conditions of moisture, temperature, 
physical condition of the soil, it is 
highly important from a_ practica! 
standpoint that the farmer = grow 
the variety which is best suited to his 
conditions, This variety can be 
iocated only through comparative 
tests of different varieties sown in 
adjoining plots in his district. After 
two or three year’s careful testing, 
it should be possible to choose the 
variety which seems to give the most 
promise, If this variety is what is 
known as a pure line, by which is 
meant a variety composed of a single 
strain, it is not likely that so called 
acclimatization will take place to any 
appreciable extent. If, on the other 
hand, a variety should happen to be 
a composite one, that 
of two or more strains of varying 
adaptabilities, it is quite possible that 
acclimatization may take place by

Fernandes was sent by King Philip 
Second of Spain to investigate the 
products of Mexico. As a result of 
his explorations Francisco Fernandes 
took the tobacco plant to Europe in 
1558, for the first time on record. The 
use of tobacco in England dates from 
1586 and the name of Sir Walter 
Raleigh is associated with its intro- 
duction there.
